It m atters not that the sys­ 
tem is not the best that could be devised, so 
long as it is a system it is infinitely to be pre­ 
ferred to the hap-hazard practice of many far­ 
mers. 
We, therefore advise every reader who 
owns a farm to make at once, or have made, 
a map of it, and hang it up where he can see 
it every day. 
And having made it, study it. 


Is it S afe to D rink Hard Water? 


There ia a popular prejudice th at bard water 
is dangerous to the health, and on th at ac­ 
count' we are constantly warned by physicians 
to beware of it, but in England one of the 
leading authorities on this subject, Dr. Lethe- 
by, after devotiug many years to an investi­ 
gation into the properties of the water intro­ 
duced into English cities, and to a study of 
the sanitary reports on the subject, comes to 
the conclusion th at moderately' hard water is 
safer and more healthful than soft water.— 
Hard water is not o ' ly clearer, colder, more 
free from air, aud consequently more agree­ 
able to the eye and to the taste than soft wa­ 
ter, but is less likely to absorb organic sub­ 
stances, to sustain the life of zymotic organ­ 
isms, or to exert solvent properties upon saits 
of iron or upon leaden conducting pipes. The 
iime salts exert a beneficial influence upon the 
animal economy, and eveu protect the system 
from dangerous outward influences. 
Dr. Wil­ 
son of Edinburgh, has also collected much 
valuable m aterial on the subject, and comes 
to the same conclusions as Dr. Lelheby. 
He 
takes the ground that the human body re­ 
quires for its nourishment and support a sup­ 
ply of certain mineral salts, am ong which 
carbonate and phosphate of lime play an im-* 
portant part in building up the compactness 
of the bones and in sther functions. 
We usu­ 
ally obtain phosphate of lime iu our animal 
and vegetable food, but not from the water 
wc drink. 
CarbOLate of lime, however, is not 
contained in adequate quantity in our solid 
food, butgenerally obtains in spring and well 
water. 
It has been incoulistably shown that in 
mountainous districts, where the water is 
more or less hard, the inhabitants exhibit the 
best physical development 
On tho other 
hand it is believed that in large cities the mor­ 
tality is inversely as the hardness of water 
supplied to the inhabitants. 
A water which 
contains about six grains of carbonate of lime 
to the gallon is suitable for use in all house­ 
hold purposes. 
As a drink and for cooking 
food, such a w ater oilers the necessary car­ 
bonate of lime for the support of life in the 
simplest, most natural and most easily digest­ 
ed form, and it is at the same time more 
agreeable, fresh and sparkling. 
It is evident 
that our preconceived popular notions on the 
subject of hard water need revising, aud that 
it may be better to use such water than to 
have recourse to rain or ice water. —Journal 
of Applied Chemistry.

BUILT AND REPAIRED 
The RattlesHnke’s Rattle. 
In th j American Naturalist, Professor Sam­ 
uel Augliey gives the results ol his observa­ 
tions upon the use made of their rattles by 
rattlesnakes. 
It is the vulgar opinion that 
the reptile sounds his rattle for the purpose of 
enticing birds, and some naturalists even arc 
disposed to tind here a mimicry of the sound 
made by the so-called locust or cicada. 
P ro­ 
fessor Augbey does not undertake to explain 
all the purposes served by the rattle, but he 
fully agrees with Mr. F. W. Putnam in reject­ 
ing this mimetic theory. Does the rattle, then, 
serve any useful purpose ? In reply to this 
question, the author tells us what he himself 
has observed. 
In July, 1860, 
lie was in 
Wayne county, Nebraska, aud a3 he was one 
day investigating the natural history of that 
district, he heard the familiar rattle of the 
snake. 
The sound was repeated at intervals, 
and proceeded from a rattlesnake that was 
caliiug its m ate, which soon came in answer 
to the summons. 
Professor Augbey had a 
•imilar experience the followiug year, and 
from these facts he is disposed to thiuk that 
the purpose served by the rattle is to call the 
sexes together. 
Another purpose may be to 
paralyze its victims with fright, and inspire 
its natural enemies with terror. 
As an illus­ 
tration of the use of the rattle for the latter 
purpose, the author says that, as he followed 
through the woods of Dakota county, Nebras­ 
ka, a Baltimore oriole, he heard a rattle and 
at once saw the bird as it was paralyzed with 
fear, and ready to fall a prey to tbe serpent. 
The writer sliot the rattlesnake. 
He adds 
that he once witnessed an attack of seven 
hogs on a rattlesnake. 
Soon after the battle 
opened, the snake rattled, and three others 
came to his aid. 
But the hogs were victori­ 
ous in a few minutes.

If there is a thing which is utterly detesta­ 
ble to look upon, by a strict observer and one 
who has a general knowledge of what is right, 
it is to see the heads of bolls driven down be­ 
low the surface of the wood. 
The bolt has a 
certain duty to perform, and where that duty 
is the securing of a piece, of iron to wood, or 
wood to iron, if tlie head of the bolt sets firm­ 
ly upon the wood, and the nut is firm upon 
the iron, it is all that is required; but when we 
commence to draw upon the bolt until the 
head sets below the surface of the wood, that 
moment we commence destroying tlie Ubre of 
tho wood, and aid the premature rotting at 
that one point; foi, no matter how nicely 
painted, or how neatly puttied up, there will 
soou be a cavity for the retention of a few 
drops of water. 
This alone would be enough 
to condemn the practice, to say nothing of the 
other results it produces.—Carriage Journal.

A lb r e c h t V o n G raefc. 
Whoever has read Rev. Mr. Milburu’s pa­ 
thetic account of his blindness published in 
a recent magazine will be profoundly im­ 
pressed with tho unpretending vet glorious 
work done by Von Gracfe, the German oculist. 
This man was one of the 3dect few whom 
destiny makes immortal. 
In his cradle angels 
brought and conferred upon him every gift but 
physical strength. 
Manly power combined 
with feminine beauty made his a face to lie 
forever remembered. 
lie had the artlessness 
of a child and tho unconscious dignity of a 
master of men. 
Ilia mental activity when a 
mere boy was something wonderful. 
lie had 
graduated at the University and received his 
diploma to practice medicine at tho age 
of ninoteen. 
His attention soon became at­ 
tracted to diseases of the eye as a special­ 
ty, and lio resolved, taking Desmarres of 
Paris as his teacher, to pursue that branch of 
the healing art for life. 
His Klinic in Ber­ 
lin soon became thronged with patients.— 
These were of every rank and station, from 
kings and queens down to forsaken and pen­ 
niless beggars. Vou Grmfc was a democrat 
and a Christian, 
n e made no distinction be­ 
tween them. 
Tiic poor who had nothing to 
pay with he treated ju sta s lie did the rich, 
with all the resources of his patience and skill. 
He was the pioneer of the only successful cru­ 
sade made against glaucoma, a disease of tho 
eye which never had been overcome up to that 
time, and was accepted as an incurable mal­ 
ady by the first oculists of Europe. This fonn 
of blindness he robbed almost entirely of its 
terrors by surgical operations so original as 
to startle long-practiced experts, and so dar­ 
ing as to be justifiable only by their success. 
Von Gracfe, especially during the latter years 
of his practice, was rarely free from personal 
suflering. 
When there came a day in which 
he was obliged to work no more than ten 
hours he considered that he was enjoying a 
vacation. 
His grand sou! shouc from day to 
day through the translucent tissues of his per­ 
ishing body like a lamp set within a shrine. 
Fatients afflicted with 
one 
or 
another 
of 
the 
almost 
limil|ess 
phases 
of disease to which the most delicate of our 
organs is subject sought his counsel aud lieip 
from all parts of the civilized world. 
He was 
their dernier resort,their saviour or their Fate. 
When lie saw that a case was hopeless, he. 
condemued the victim to utter and eternal 
blindness in words so straightforward, yet so 
tender and inspiring, that no stiug was left 
behind. 
To hundreds of cases where the eyes 
were a3 rayless and sightless as a millstone 
he revealed the light of day and to thousands 
more he gave complete restoration. 
He died 
young—a martyr seir-sacrificed to the good oí 
his race. 
Even though his death occurred in 
the midst of the Franco-German war, when 
the empire was nearly depopulated by the ur­ 
gent demands of the military service, uncount­ 
ed crowds followed that slender form to its re3t, 
and tears that fell liko rain upon his grave at­ 
tested the universal sorrow of the people.

Mr. Van Santvoord, the principal owner of 
the Albany and New York line of day steam ­ 
ers and well-known for his practical knowledge 
and experience in steamboating, lias for some 
years had un ¡or contemplation the building ol 
a steamer for the line, 
with suc’u improve­ 
ments as have suggested themselves to him 
in the study of the subject. 
It is possible that 
the coming year may see his theories embod­ 
ied iu a boat for the day passenger traffic that 
will far surpass, in size, speed, and alt her ap­ 
pointments, all her predecessors on the Hud­ 
son or any other waters. The carrying capac­ 
ity of the steamer would be twenty-five hun­ 
dred persons, and her hull and machinery 
would so far as possible be specially adapted 
for overcoming the delay caused by the shal­ 
low water north of Hudson. 
But it Í3 in her 
arrangements for the accommodation of pas­ 
sengers that tliis “ com ing” steamer would 
greatly differ from those now on the liue.— 
There would be a large number of parlor or 
drawing-room compartments, both upon the 
upper and the lower deck, for the use of fam­ 
ilies and parties. 
These would vary in size 
and finish, and the charge for their use would 
be correspondingly different. 
This feature is 
now in use on the Daniel Drew, Vibbard and 
other boats, but the supply of rooms is not 
adequate to the demand; and while the sa­ 
loons would lie still left amply large, the space 
devoted to private parlors would be largely 
increased. 
Another improvement, and one 
which the patrons of these boats would be 
able to appreciate, would be tho raising of the 
diniug room from the hot, stifliug and incon­ 
venient hold to the upper deck. 
There are 
many other details in which the present boats 
would be improved upon, should the Commo­ 
dore carry out his plans, but wc have given 
enough of bis idea to enable the reader to see 
that a boat so constructed might lie made to 
surpass, in elegance, comfort, and otherwise, 
the boats now on the lino to a n 'e x te n t as 
great as that by which they in these respects 
surpass the boats of a former period.—Noe- 
bvrqh Journal.

C ru e lly to A n im a l*. 
A cattle train arrived at the terminus of the 
N. Y., K. k S. Railroad in tbia city on Tues­ 
day forenoon, and in that train was one car 
containing fourteen dead cattle, which were a 
portion of a car load of twenty-five dumb 
beasts that had been crowded into a box-car 
somewhere (it doesn't matter where) weet of 
Pine Hill, the doors closed, aud iu that man­ 
ner started on their joaraey to tidewater in 
this city. 
In the same train were several 
cattle cars in which were huddled sheep and 
calves in such numbers that here, ini Rou- 
dout, thirty-seven dead calves were taken from 
the cars, and those which were alive were iu 
such a condition that the Health Officer, Dr. 
A. T. Douglas, took the matter in hand and 
compelled the cars containing the dead cattle 
to be removed in the country, outside the city 
limits. 
Those in which the dead calves were 
had to be discharged in the yard on Ronier <£ 
Trcmper’s dock, where the ones remaining 
alive were watered and given a clinnce for 
their lives." 
The Health Officer was particularly active 
aud efficient in this matter, and upon consul­ 
tation with the Mayor concluded to appoint 
the Health Superintendent, Hiram Myers, an 
inspector to decide what portion of the cattle 
were in a fit condition to be sent to the New 
York market, and after he had decided the 
Health Officer inspected the cattle, after thev 
had been comfortably stalled on board the 
Baldwin, and weeded out those suspected of 
not being iu a perfectly healthy condition, 
having them sent on shore and finally trans­ 
ported iuto “ fresh fields aud pastures new.” 
The N. Y., K. k S. Railroad officials are in 
no wise accountable for such an outrage, not 
only upon tender feeling but upon humanity. 
The cars are chartered by private individuals 
at so many dollars per car, aud those chatter­ 
ing the car cau put cattle, blue stone, or any­ 
thing else in it they sec fit. 
The conductor of 
the train in which these cattle were remon­ 
strated with the drovers about the treatment 
of the dumb brutes, but were told “ oh, we’re 
old drovers—know all about it—it’s all right»” 
We could obtain but two of the drovers’ names, 
Dumond and Burnett, aud it is some satisfac­ 
tion to know that if the poor dumb things 
owned by them were made to suffer, they are 
in turu made to bleed in the ooly way such 
things can be made to bleed—losing dollars.

Is it Safe to D rink H ard W ater .’ 


Thsre is a popular prejudice that bard water 
is dangerous to the health, and on that ac- 
I 
count Weare constantly warned by physicians 
to beware of it, but in England one of the 
leading authorities on this subject, Dr. Leths- 
by, after devoting many years to an investi­ 
gation into the properties of the water intro­ 
duced into English cities, and to a study of 
tho sanitary reports on the subject, comes to 
the conclusion that moderately burd water is 
safer and more healthful than soft water.— 
Hard water is not o ' ly clearer, colder, more 
free from air, aud consequently more agree­ 
able to the eye and to the taste than soft wa- I 
ter, but is less likely to absorb organic sub­ 
stances, to sustain the life of zymotic organ­ 
isms, or to exert solvent properties upon saits 
of iron or upon leaden conducting pipes. The 
iime salts exert a beneficial influence upon the 
animal economy, anil even protect the system 
from dangerous outward influences. 
Dr. Wil­ 
son of Edinburgh, has also collected much 
valuable material on the subject, and conies 
to lite same conclusions as Dr. Lelheby. 
Ile 
takes the ground that the human body re­ 
quires for its nourishment and support a sup­ 
ply of certain mineral salts, among which 
carbonate and phosphate of lime play an im­ 
portant part in building up the compactness 
of Hie bones and in ether functions. 
We usu­ 
ally obtain phosphate of lime iii our animal 
and vegetab le food, but not from the water 
we drink. 
Carbolate of lime, however, is not 
con tain ed iii adequate quantity in our solid I 
food, but generally obtains iii spring and well J 
water. 
It lins been iucoiiU stably shown that in 
mountainous districts, where the water is I 
more or less hard, the inhabitants exhibit the 
best physical development 
On tho other 
hand it is believed Hint in largo cities Hie mor­ 
tality is inversely as the hardness of water 
supplied to Hie inhabitants. 
A water which 
contains about six grains of carbonate of lime 
to the gallon is suitable for use in ail house­ 
hold purposes. 
As a drink and for cooking 
food, such a water oilers the necessary car- I 
bonate of lime for the support of life in the 
simplest, most natural and most easily digest­ 
ed form, and it is at the same time more 
agreeable, fresh and sparkling. 
It Is evident I 
I hat our preconceived popular notions on tho I 
subject of hard water need revising, aud that 
it may be better to use such water than to I 
have recourse to rain or ice water. —Journal J

BUILT AND REPAIRED 
The U attlosH fik p N R a ttle . 
Iii th . American Naturalist, Professor Sam­ 
uel Aughey gives the results of his observa­ 
tions u|K>ii the use made of their rattles by 
rattlesnakes. 
It is tho vulgar opinion that 
the reptile sounds his rattle for the purpose of 
enticing birds, and some naturalists even are 
disposed to And here a mimicry of the sound 
made by the so-called locust or cicada 
Pro­ 
fessor Aughey does not undertake to explain 
all the purposes served by the rattle, but he 
fully agrees with Mr. F. W. Putnam in reject­ 
ing this mimetic theory. Does the rattle, then, 
serve any useful purpose ? In reply to this 
question, the author tells us what he himself 
lias observed. 
In Joiy, 1669, he was In 
Wayne county, Nebraska, aud as he was oue 
day investigating the natural history of that 
district, lie heard the familiar rattle of the 
snake. The sound was repeated at intervals, 
and proceeded from a rattlesnake that was 
calling its mate, which soon came in answer 
to the summons. 
Professor Aughey had a 
similar experience the following year, and 
from these facts he is disused to thiuk that 
the purpose served by the rattle is to call the 
sexes together. 
Another purpose may be to 
paralyze its victims with fright, and inspire 
its natural enemies with terror 
As un illus­ 
tration of the use of the rattle for the latter 
purpose, the author says that, as he followed 
through the woods of Dakota couuty, Nebras­ 
ka, a Baltimore oriole, he beard a rattle and 
at once saw the bird as it was paralyzed with 
fear, and ready to fall a prey to the serpent. 
The writer shot the rattlesnake. 
He adds 
that ho onco witnessed un attack of seven 
bogs on a rattlesnake. 
Soon after the battle 
opened, the snake rattled, aud three others 
came to his uid. 
But the hogs were victori­ 
ous in a few minutes.

How tv Put la Bolt*. 
lf there U a thing which is utterly detesta­ 
ble to look upon, by a strict observer and one 
who lias a general knowledge of what is right, 
it id to see tile heads of bolts driven down be­ 
low the surface of the wood. 
The bolt has a 
certain duty to perform, and where that duty 
is |iie securing of u piece, of iron to wood, or 
wood to iron, lf the head of the bolt sets firm­ 
ly upon the wood, add the nut is firm upon 
Hie iron, it is al! that is required; but when we 
commence to draw upon the bolt until the 
head set# below the surface of the wood, that 
moment we commence destroying the fibre of 
tho wood, and aid the premature rotting at 
tiiat one point; lot, no matter how nicely 
painted, or how ueatly puttied up, there will 
soou be a cavity for the retention of a few 
drops of water. 
Tills alone would be enough 
to condemn tho practice, to say nothing of the 
other results it produces.—Carriage Journal.

of a child and the unconscious dignity of a 
m aster of men. 
Iii* mental activity when ti 
utero boy was something wonderful. 
Ile had 
graduated at tho University and received hi* 
diploma to practice medicine at tile age 
of nineteen. 
Hi* attention soon became at­ 
tracted to diseases of the eye as a special- 
ty, aud lie resolved, takiug Desniarivs of 
Pari* as Ids teacher, to pursue that branch of 
the healing art for life. 
Hi* Klitiic in Ber­ 
lin soon became thronged with patients.— 
These were of every rank aud station, from 
king* anti queens down to forsaken aud pen­ 
niless beggars. 
V’ou Grade was a democrat 
and a Christian. 
He made no distinction be­ 
tween them. 
Tile poor who had nothing to 
pay w ith tic treated just as he did the rich, 
with all the resources of hi* patience and skill.

Ills grand soul shoue from day to 
day through the translucent tissues of his per­ 
ishing body like a lamp set within a shrine.

of disease to which Hie most oelicate of our 
organs in subject sought his counsel aud help 
from all parts of the civilized world.

their dernier reto rt,their saviour or their Fate. 
When lie saw that a case was hopeless, he 
condemned Hie victim to utter and eternal 
blindness in words so straightforward, yet so 
tender and inspiring, that no sting was left 
behind. 
To hundred* of cases where the eyes 
were as rayles* and sight less a? a millstone 
he revealed the light of day and to thousands 
more he gave complete restoration. 
He died

C ru e lly to A n im a ls. 
A rut Ic tram arrived at the terminus of the 
N. Y., K. A S. Railroad in this city on Tues­ 
day forenoon, and in that train wa* one car 
containing fourteen dead cattle, which were a 
portion of a car load of twenty-five dumb 
beast* that had been crowded into a Itox-car 
somewhere (It doesn t matter where) west ot 
Pin'* Hill, tin* doors closed, aud iu that man­ 
ner started on their journey t> tidewater in 
this city. 
In the same train were several 
cattle car.i in which were huddled sheep aud 
calve* in such numbers that here, int Rea­ 
dout. thirty-seven dead calves were taken from 
the cars, and thoro which were alive were in 
such a condition that the Hualtli Officer, Dr. 
A. T. Douglas, took the matter in hand aud 
compelled the cars containing the dead cattle 
to be removed in the country, outside the city 
limit*. 
Those iii which the dead calve* wore 
had lo be discharged iu the yard on Roilier A 
Trouper's dock, where the ones remaining 
alive were watered and given a chance for 
their lives.’ 
The Health Officer wa* particularly active 
aud efficient iii this matter, and u|K>n consul­ 
tation with the Mayor concluded to appoint 
the Health Superintendent, Hiram Myers, an 
inspector to decide what portion of the cattle 
were in a fit condition to be scut to the New 
York market, and after he had decided the 
Health Officer inspected the cattle, after ther 
bad been comfortably stalled on board the 
Baldwin, aud weeded out those suspected of 
not being iu a perfectly healthy condition, 
bavlug them sent on shore aud finally trans- 
l*orted into “ fresh fields aud pastures new." 
The N. Y., K. A F. Railroad officials are in 
uo wise accountable for such an outrage, not 
only upon tender feeling bol upon humanity. 
The car* are chartered by private individuals 
at so many dollars lier car, ami those chatter­ 
ing the car can put cattle, blue stone, or any­ 
thing eke in It they see fit. 
The conductor of 
the train iii which these cattle were remon­ 
strated with the drover* aliout the treatm ent 
of the durn!) brutes, hut were told “ oh, we’re 
old drovers—kuow all about it—it'* all rig h t” 
We could obtain bul two of the drovers’ names, 
Duuund and Burnett, aud it is some satisfac­ 
tion to know that if the poor dumb thing* 
owned by them were made to suffer, they are 
in turn made to bleed in the only way *uch 
things can be made to bleed—losing dollars.
